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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The newly added limitations in claims 1, 19, 20 
and 22, would requie further search. With respect to claims 28 and 31, the examiner disagrees with applicant's assertion on pages 16-18. 
In particular applicant alleges that Heumann does not teach comparing prices to the topic for a target document to identify a set of 
potential advertisment, the examiner disagrees because as it was stated in last response to arguments lowest price is the topic of the 
target document and other prices are compared with it. The applicant further alleges that the examiner based this reasoning solely on a 
hindsight, again the examiner disagrees. Hindsight refers to the motivation rather than to the interpretation, therefore if a scope of the 
claim is not specific enough to eliminate possible reasonable interpretations, then the interpretation can not be accused for being based 
on hindsight. Furthermore, the applicant also asserts that Heumann does not teach means for presenting at least one of the ranked set of 
potential advertisments within a target document, the examiner disagrees. The target documents conatin some advertisments, which are 
analyzed i.e. the prices and distances are analyzed and compared in order to come up with the list of the best prices and closet distances. 
Further this list with results is presented to a user so the selection can be made. 
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
